Seventeen year old Francisco, 
who lives near Rome, told us 
about the Italian schools and ex¬ 
plained that he must attend 
school six days a week and do 
about five hours of homework each 
day; however, he can enjoy a 
three month summer vacation, 
Frank stated in his speech, "Du- 
ring Brotherhood Week, we should 
be reminded to have a feeling of 
love and friendship and to under¬ 
stand that we are all the same 
since we are human beings." "Re¬ 
member brotherhood always," he 
urged, "not just for one week." 

The second boy was a student 
from the coast province of Kenya, 
Steven Mwazige who attends Alli¬ 
ance High School there. "The 
schools in Kenya/* Steven said, 
"go up to the 14th grade." Ste¬ 
ven, therefore, has an education 
equivalent to the second year of 
college in the United States. 
"Kenya schools are competitive,** 
said Steven, "because there are 
not enough schools for everyone 
and there is little money and few 
teachers.** When he was asked his 
impression of the U.S.A., Steven 
replied warmly, "I am very im¬ 
pressed by your love for freedom, 
hard work, and your friendliness.** 

These two young men certainly 
contributed toward the stimula¬ 
tion of brotherhood among the 
girls of Sarah Hale who were 
stirred by these sincere speeches.

Although the six to twelve 
weeks of basic training for women 
are not the same as those for men

part of Basic Training is 90% 
class work such as English, Ba¬ 
sic Mathematics, filing and typ¬ 
ing. When this training is over, 
all the "hard" work is finished

aides and they perform important 
and useful functions in our 
school.
